A short time ago tho Hurld published 


a special dispatch from Marion, Ind., de- 
t a i l i n g a. suit that hart been filed there 
by O. M. .\iisiead against Mrs. Lafay- 
ette A\ei-&, wife of a prominent citizen. 
The m.itter attracted considerable atten- 
t i o n here. Yesterday tho Herald receiv- 
ed t h e following 
statement 
of 
Mrs. 


Ayeis' siile of the CUM-, the same hav- 
ing bi en made lor 
ptibliealion to 
the 


.Maiion ( I n t l . ) Chronicle, which says: 


I worked tor Mr. Anslead at Marshall- 


fo\ui, Jo\vn. He had a good business 
lliere, and uas n good business man at 
l h a t 
t i m e . 
He was ck-ver, a smooth 


talker and keen in affairs. He was sue- 
u-sslii! and jnosperous. I was promoted 
in his establishment from time to time 
and 
i)ei auio the manager. 


We foimed the id«i of a partnership 


and went out to Cedar Rapids to carry 
out the 
plain. 
There- I received one- 


third of the profits. We wcro betrothed 
at that time, my partner and I. 
But 


jl'ler one year ami a half, not only was 
the pal tnership dissolved but tlte en- 
gagement was broken. During our part- 
nership 1 found myself imputed upon. 
1 diil the- buying, the- bookkeeping, the 
banking, the hiring and the discharging 
of the help, and In fact all ot the work. 
Mr. Anstead dissipated. He at times 
reached such u state that bo would him- 
self expie^s a doubt as to hU own san- 
ity. Clerks spoke of his queer actions. 


''In time I came to fear him. I have 


in my pos-session the papers containing 
the 
legal notice of our 
dissolution of 


partnership, together with the notice :i« 
to the payment of accounts due the firm, 
etc. [ went lo lilooniington, 
111., and 


v t i t h my savings and n sum hoi-roweil 
from nn uncle I opened a store. The oulv 
transaction between Anstead and uiyselC 
after my 
leaving (it-aud Rapids were 


those of business firms and us stran- 
gers. Mr. Aiis-fead's money did not go 
i n t o the Hloomington establishment. I 
bought .fxu:! worth of dress goods and 
took t h a t lot off Mr.Anstead's hands. La- 
ter he bought $.">0 worth of cloaks and 
handkerchiefs of me 
for 
his 
Decntur 


store I paid him for the first, lot and 
have leeejpts and correspondent- l show- 
ing settlement. At the time of his as- 
s'lKiimonl at 1 >eeatur,Mr. Anstead move 1 
from l i i a i n l Rapids. Mr. Anstead owed 
me $liL:r, of this SotlO account, and I filed 
my claim w i t h the assignee in due form 
a n i l was paid wilh other claimants. For 
t h i s transaction I b a \ o ptoof also. Not 
only did Anstead owe me at that tini", 
but lie borrowed .flJOno of me vihich he 
repaid in the meantime. 1 have his threi! 
notes an'! correspondence in which IH 
stales t h a t his indebtedness is squared 
»il!i the last payment made liy him. 
His 
altorneys 
(old me that Anstend 


elamis these notes v>ore given to me by 
him as collateral on whi^h I -was en- 
abled to raise money. That statement is 
u n t r u e , as I can prove. 


"As a matter of fact, after las assign- 


ment at Deiiitnr, Anstead wrote to me 
asking for a loan of $1.""iOO, stating that 
it \\ould keep him from sinking. I did 
not lend him that amount. 


"Anslead has 
annoyed me greatly. 


When L was in Bloomington he caused 
me gieat nervousness. He entered the 
store at one t i m e with a dagger in his 
possession, and let'L the knife to be deliv- 
ered to me. While at Decanir it is spid 
he threatened a brother with a revolver, 
lie not only dissipated, but lie had form- 
ed the chloroform habit, a n i l had fallen 
so lo\v as to placed in a private retreat 
at Jacksonville, lie was aNo given the 
Keeley cure at Dwight, and was intoxi- 
cated immediately after leaving Dwight. 
I sold my store in Bloomington to Miller 
it Barclay of .this city, and came here 
some six j ears ago. Anstead wrote me to 
congratulate me upon the deal I made, 
lie told me I «as in luck. He said noth- 
ing of any claim against me. I under- 
stand Anstead claims he 
paid for dia- 


monds in my possession. I can easily 
prove that I paid for my own diamonds 
in Grand Rapids. I have records of each 
transaction. I had not heard from An- 
Fted. for six yca-s u n t i l last September 
or August, when lie wrote me from St. 
Paul, asking mo ti> loan him $15. 
He 


says he was w i t h o u t clothes, shoes, or a 
place to sleep. He wanted to tako a po- 
sition, he declared, and needed the money 
to prepare for work. Ho did not men- 
tion nt that time any claim ho held 
against me and simply hogged for $1T). 
llr> had placed a one-cent stamp on the 
letter and declared that he could not 
raise funds to buy a two-cent stamp. I 
showed the h-lter to Mr. Ayers, destroy- 
ed it and did not answer. 


"Anstead's appearance here was a sur- 


prise to me. His attorneys told me that 
Anstead claims that he did not know 
that I wns in Marion. Rut if he-did not 
know of my preseuce, how does he ex- 
plain the request of last fall for a loau? 
Anstead's presence in town was' first 
known to me positively 
when landlord 


Morris of the Virginia tolri Mr. Ayers 
of tho presence there of 
Anstead, who 


seemed to know me. It was stated at 
first that Austead spoke very well of us. 
Then, as I expected, he called at the 
house, lie asked for $10, saying he ex- 
pe-ted to take a position with Goldthait 


Sons and that he must prepare him- 


self. I refused his reQiiest. He was in- 
toxicnted at the time. He told of having 
lost his clothing and overcoat, which I 
had reason to know he pawned. He ask- 
ed me as a pin-ting word, 'Had I better 
commit suicideV 
1 closed the dour and 


.with a companion jrtw seemed tp bay*' 


directed him tci the house he went away. 


"Landlord Morris of the Virginia then 


informed us tliatAnstead had changed his 
tune and that he was spreading evil re- 
ports and making slanderous remarks 
v.itli reference to me. I showed Mr. Mor- 
ris my proofs to controvert the state- 
ments ofAus-tead and convinced him read- 


ily. 
We would have taken action be- 


fore, but did not wish to give Ansted 
the. opportunity he seems to desire to 
make trouble. Anstead did not make any 
statement oC any claim he had against 
me at the time he called at the house. 
Ho simply asked for $10. The tenor of 
his talk and his remarks on the sub- 
ject of suicide have, caused me uneasiness 
and nervousness. I do not seek notoriety, 
but have avoided it. If the man makes 
any claim in public I -nil! be glad to- have 
this declaration printed. He has sent re- 
ports to the city through commercial 
travelers, as I have reason to know, 
from time to time, and 
these stories, 


which are damaging and false and libf-l- 
ous in some cases, were circulated in 
the city. Some of them have come to 
my ears within the time that I have lived 
here, and in two cases I have been abli.- 
to confront gossips with proofs that they 
were peddling scurrilous falsehoods. It 
is easy to see how Anstead has annoyed 
me ill this roundabout way. It is a case 
of revenge." 


WAS NOT SUICIDE 


Jury Returns a Verdict Against Insurance 


Company—Thursday In Court 


In the circuit court Thursday the jury 


in the case of Catherine Craig vs. the 
Mutual Protective League returned a 
verdict for the plaintiff and fixed the 
damages at $1000. 
The jury was out 


about an hour. This case has attracted 
not a l i t t l e Mlontion. There, was no dis- 
pute about, the state of facts. The con- 
tention was the interpretntion of exist- 
ing conditions. Craig lived uear Maroa 
and one morning was found kneeling 
on the hay in liis barn dead, a strap 
being fastened about his- neck and one 
end of the strap being fastened to the 
rafters above. The verdict of the cor- 
oner's jury was th.it he had commi'Led 
suicide and the insurance company re- 
fused lo pay the deumnd made for the 
dice of the policy. There was plenty ot 
evidence to show that Cuiig had often 
pretended to commit sun-iilo to frighten 


IUM family. 
That was 
one of has fa- 


vorite diversions. It was shown too that 
he had one time been overcame by heat 
and after that time was subject to faint- 
ing spells. The plaintiff advanced the 
theory that while Craig was "making 
believe1' suicide, he fa'intcd and that his 
death was therefore 
aceiilent.il. 
Thy 


jury accepted that theory and found 
against tho insurance company. 


The case of .John McUoniglc, admin- 


istrator, against the Wabash was dis- 
missed because the p l a i n t i f f had neglect 
ed to file a declaration inlly setting forth 
wherein the company was liable. 
The 


suit was brought to recover damages 
for the death of John Mclionigle, jr. 
At the time of his death ho was work- 
ing as a brakeman ou the Wabash. 
liis train pulled in on the siding at 
Knights to wait for another train to 
pass. MelioniKlo went lo the switch at 
one end of the siding ready to open it 
for his train as soon as the other train 
had passed. He did not open the switch 
and when olher members of the crew 
went forward to investigate they found 
bis (lead body beside the track.

The principal thing before the boaid oE 


Biipervisors Thursday afternoon was the 
discussion of the tract system o£ index- 
ing real cbtiile truubters. 


Two reprcseutatives of other systems 


of indexing appeared before tho board 
and presented their claims. The system 
o£ indexing in use in Macoun county re- 
lates only to the initial letter of the 
surname. The principal feature of the 
systems offered by the traveling repre 
s'entatives was that the indexing went 
further than the first later. Thus the 
name "Bruwn" would not appear at the 
head of the names bcgiuuing with B, but 
would Ijc far down in the list. The in- 
dexing would continue to the third and 
sometimes to thu fourth letter of 
the 


name. 


Last winter the board discussed the 


possibility of changing the system in 
this county and Messrs. Kipp and Rey- 
nolds of the county board anil Circuit 
Clerk John Allen were named a special 
committee to investigate and visit cotiu- 
tics where the tract system was used iu 
order that they might learn something 
of its workings. 


The report of this committee was pre- 


sented Thursday iind was rend by Clerk 
Allen. All of the circuit clerks or record- 
ers who have any experience with the 
tract system say that it is vastly su- 
perior to the melhorl 
used 
in Macou 


county, which practically every one ad- 
mits is antiquated and cumbersome. The 
chief complaint against the system of 
this county is that unless one has not 
a little familiarity with the iccords, it 
is almost impossible for him to go to the 
recorder's office and get the information 
he desires. The obscurity mukes it uec- 
essary for him to employ an attorney 01 
an abstractor to examine the records. 
Iii favor of the. tract system, as being 
for. the benefit of all of the people, H is 
said that such a system enables even per- 
sons unfamiliar with the records to get 
the information desired. In tho system 
used here a list of the grantees and 
grantors is the guide to the title of tho 
property. In the tract system separate 
pages are set asiJe for certain tracts and 
on that page is recorded the names of 
each person having any title to tho laud, 
how ir was acquired and how it was 
disposed of. The committee had written 
to- many recorders and presented to each 
a long list of questions concerning the 
tract ss'stcm. All of these answers were 
embodied in the committee report. 


In cniH'ltisiou, Clerk 
Allen 
made a 


personal statement, in which he said: 


After an investigation and a study of, 


the "Tract" system of indexing, I per- 
ceive thu situation as one of great im- 
portance to the people of Jlaeou county, 
and a number of thin us present I hem- 
selves to me, that I deem worthy tho 
consideration of conservative men. 


I have made no recommendation to 


your board; my relation to the people 
as circuit clerk and ox-oflicio recorder 
of deeds, leads me to believe an endorse- 
ment would not be in keeping with my 
position, as an employee of the people, 
hired to perform a certain duty, not to 
hiiggc-.st or dictate. 


The needs of the plain citizen and tax 


payer has ever been uppermost in my 
mind. The adoption of this method of 
indexing the records of the office means 
additional 
responsibilities 
upon 
the 


clerk, that does not cease upon tho com- 
piling of the books, but requires care- 
ful attention for .-ill time to come. 


I have, however, an earnest desire to 


be able, at the expiration of my term 
of service, to turn this, office over to 
my successor with tho satisfactory foul- 
ing that I placed the circuit clerk's 
office of this county on a level with 
the modem offices of thf state of Illinois. 


That we are in need of u better sys- 


tem is apparent to any one familiar 
with the records of the office. My hon- 
est conviction is, the people are entitled 
to all the advantages the office is able 
to give under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 


The "Tract" system enables the ordin- 
ry citizeu, who neither bas a profes- 


sional or legal training to quickly ascer- 
tain the condition of title to any lot of 
land iu the county, removing the mys- 
tery and making the records of the of- 
fice practically an open book, and a 
source of general information without 
cost to tho individual. 


The advantages having bi-en fully dis-- 


cussert and reviewed by the hoard, I 
now in a spirit of fairness want to pre- 
sent the objectionable features, (if they 
be classed as such). It will in time, ma- 
terii'ly affect the business of the ab- 
stractor; several good citizens being en- 
gaged in that line of business ni a pri- 
yate ente'-priset for whom I ha T, th* 
greatest personal consideration. Wheth- 
er or not we are justified in bringing 
about a partial destruction of their busi- 
ness is a question I do not care to dis- 
cuss here. 


The compiling of a compete set of 


books, tracing the title from tie govern 
ment down to the present time wi'I cost 
some money, depending largely upoa the 
completeness of 
the 
work. 
Judging 


from the experience of ot!ii-r counties 
and the equine submitted by practi- 
cal men, I anticipate that it will cost 
from three to five thousand dollars; the 
time that will be required to prepare 
the woik is also to be considered as a 
disagreeable fe-ature. 
Tht- books prob- 


ably not being ready for public use be- 
fore the expiration of two years. 


Another point to .wtiiuh W£ atteatLfln. 


has been frequently called is the. possi- 
bility of an incompetent person being 
selected to carry on the, work. Changes 
in all public offices are made, at, per- 
haps irregular intervals. And should tho 
office nt any time fall into the hands 
of a careless or indifferent official the 
index might suffer by reason of neglect 
or iucompeteiu-y. 
True 
it 
is that a 


"Tract" inclex'propcrly kept is valuable, 
but poorly Kept is practically worthless. 


In my judgment the committee has 


clearly, fairly and impartially given you 
ull the information they have been able 
lo guther. 


I have made, no personal 
effort 
to 


change the mind of any member of the 
board, but have sought to leave the mat- 
ter to your own judgment, assuring you, 
and through you, the people of the coun- 
ty that us a public servant (and I nm 
nothing more) I stand ready to carry 
out to the very best of my ability- any 
plan uf indexing you may bee fit to adopt.

Expensive Rather Than Dangerous

land, but at sea it is ten-fold worse, far 
more dostuietivc to .life and property, 
and so awful «"d threatening in^its un- 
known and unmeasured possibilities that 
the stoutest heart quails before it. Rail- 
roads may be snowed under on land by 
the. fierce storms, towns and villages he? 
actually buried alive for dnys and weeks 
and traffic of all kinds suspended indefi- 
nitely, but on the ocean the helpless baik 
scuds toward the havcnlcss port to cer- 
tain destruction, and the tramp steamer 
labors heavily in the seas, the voyageis 
hojiing for the best. 


There is one class of ships that cannot 


run before the blizzard nor 
strange harbois to escnne 
press steamers must run 
time, and it may be that they must go 
forth to meet the monster, fudy con- 
scious of the impending conflict.

The St. .John river, or, rather, the har- 
bor, contracts here to a beautiful rocky 
gorge, sp,limed by tivo handsome suspen- 
sion bridges.

t w e n i i - l ' o n r hours there are only four ill- 
ten, lU of uventy minutes each when 
.shipping fan pass through the gorge.

In this district ib the Avon river, 
a mere ooze at low tide, but gladdening 
the landscape with its sparkling waters
